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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited double-sided pressure- 
sensitive sheet. The independent claims identify a double-sided pressure-sensitive sheet 
comprising a first pressure-sensitive adhesive layer, a first black layer, a flexible base layer, a 
second black layer, and a second pressure-sensitive adhesive layer, wherein said first pressure- 
sensitive adhesive layer and second pressure-sensitive adhesive layer are the outermost layers on 
either side of the sheet. The closest prior art of record, JP 2002-23663, discloses different 
double-sided pressure-sensitive sheet, which either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate 
or render obvious the above limitations.
